This subject has been investigated by the Philadelphia Public Ledger, a reliable 
and independent authority, which has published a series of articles showing fhe 
necessity of a dyestuff industry and the progress made in this country to establish 
dyestuff plants. 


On November 16th and 17th, 1916, it published articles written by its business 


editor, Mr. M. D. Edmonds, in which he said in substance: 


I have visited the great plant of the Federal Dyestuff 
& Chemical Corpora- 


tion at Kingsport, in Eastern Tennessee, where its 200 acres of land are dotted 
with 29 modern buildings, and where the basic materials for coal tar dyes— 
coal, salt and sulphur—are available in abundance and at low cost.

BEGINS 


"WASHINGTON", Dec. 7.—The federal 


investigation of the high cost of living 
began yesterday to take definite form, 
with indications that it would be one of 
the most comprehensive ever undertak- 
en and would, extend to every section of 
the United States. 


Not only is a sweeping inquiry Into 


the causes of the soaring cost of food- 
stuffs 
contemplated, but 
the

pinch in the1 coal supply and Its result- 
ant price advances also probably will 
be made the subject of broad investi- 
gation.

That there is already 
a sufficient supply of labor there is as 
true if it is unemployed on account 
of a dispute over terms as if it were 
unemployed from lack of employment 
opportunities from other causes."

Modern industrialism, it is de- 


clared, condemns to the scrap heap too 
many able-bodied and 
active-brained 


men.' whose only defect is their hav- 
ing passed an arbitrary age limit. 


The report relates at length tiie de- 


partment's mediation

the year and argues for collective bar- 
gaining in matters of employment. 


"Large employers are usually incor- 


porated companies with many stock- 
holders of diversified industrial con- 
nections and with hoards of directors 
having intercorporate affiliations. 
An 


individual wage worker is weak indeed 
as a bargainer against such employers. 
He must take what they offer or go 
without employment: and going with- 
out employment means to the wage- 
worker what bankruptcy means to the 
business man. except that it is im- 
measurably worse." 


The department was created in the 


interest of the wage earner—both or- 
ganized and unorganized -and its great 
guiding purpose. 
Secretary 
Wilson's 


description of its policy declares, is 
promotion of the welfare of the wage 
earners of the United States. 


"in the execution of that purpose." 


the report says, "the element of fairness 
to every interest is of 
equal impor- 


tance, and the department, in fact, has 
made fairness between wage

"On the morning of Nov. 6 a. German 


submarine encountered a large steamer 
coming from the Corigo straits 100 nau- 
tical miles west of the Island of Corlgo. 
The steamer was painted black and had 
a black superstructure and not. as is 
otherwise the case with P. & O. line 
superstructures, 
a 
light color. 
The 


steamer, which was identical with .the 
Arabia, was not traveling on the route 
regularly used by the passenger steam- 
ers between Port Raid and Malta, as Is 
made plain on the enclosed map. but 
was taking a ziprzaK course, toward the 
west. 120 nautical miles north of that 
route. 
The course, on which the sub- 


marine passed three similar steamers at 
the same spot on the same morninpr. 
leads from the Aegean to Malta, so that 
the \rabla was moving on the trans- 
port route CoriEto-Malta. used solely for 
«ar purposes, according to the experi- 
ence until now. The commander of the 
submarine 
further 
ascertained 
that 


there were large hatches of Chinese 
and other colored persons in their na- 
tional costumes on board the steamer. 
He considered them to be workmen aol- 
riiers such as are used In great num- 
bers b"h!nd the front by the enemies of 
Germany. 
In spite of the clear weather 


and careful ohserv.tion he did not per- 
ceive any women and children. 


"In the circumstances the comman- 


der of the submarine was convinced 
that In the case of this steamer he 
was concerned with a transport ship 
for troops in the service of the British 
government which is to lie considered 
as an auxiliary warship according to

"We need the money, they say, and

that the Haverhill saloon keepers will 
locate here if 
you want them. \Ve 


have lost, in the state of Tennessee, a 
lot of citizens during the past year. 
Some of them have come into your 
license territory. If you do not clean 
up pretty soon, we in the south are 
going to insist on a new 
Missouri 


compromise; 
for no nation can exist 


half slave and half free: 


"It is a magi'.iiicent patriot 
who 


says, 'We need the revenue.' The sa- 
loon man joins him, and they say, "\Ve 
must have the liquor traffic to support 
the community!' 


"If you are in favor of the saloon 


in order to get the revenue, you ought 
to be in favor of more saloons than 
you have, and you ought to be con- 
sistent enough to put a saloon next to 
your own home. 


"If you want more liquor sold he- 


cause of the revenue, get drunk your- 
self, and stay drunk! 
Some one has 


to get drunk, if the saloon is to stay 
in town. It is not the moderate drink- 
er that supports the saloon; it is the 
man who gets drunk. 


"The result of a dry town would be: 


you would sell more flour and nleat 
and fruit and confections. 
If a man's

It ought to be your boy tirst. If you 
are going to sell someone's boy in or- 
der to raise revenue, sell your own 
boy first! 


"The liquor business ought to hang, 


next Tuesday in front of

hall, where I suspect it has had too 
much influence. Let us go further: It 
ought to hang in front of your state 
house and

House. It ought to hang in front of 
tho homes it has broken up, and in 
front of the graveyards it has helped 
to fill., It ought to hang in front of 
the asylums and the poorhouses. They 
are peopled by the liquor traffic. We 
will hang it all over this land, in 
front of the places of its crime.

hang it in Lowell next Tuesday. O, 
town of the cotton mill and the home!

DYESTUFFS 


American Enterprise Competes with Europe 


The dearth of dyestuffs in this country, arising from the cutting off of the foreign 
supply, the crippling of the textile and allied trades, and the imperative need of an 
American dye industry able to compete with the world, were detailed on this page 
yesterday.

This subject has been investigated by the Philadelphia Public Ledger, a reliable 
and independent authority, which has published a series of articles showing the 
necessity of a dyestuff industry and the progress made in this country to establish 
dyestuff plants. 


On November 16th and 17th, 1916, it published articles written by its business 


editor, Mr. M. D. Edmonds, in which he said in substance:

I have visited the great plant of the Federal Dyestuff & Chemical Corpora- 
tion at Kingsport, in Eastern Tennessee, where its 200 acres of land are dotted 
with 29 modern buildings, and where the basic materials for coal tar dyes — 
coal, salt and sulphur—are available in abundance and at low cost. There the 
crude materials—coal tar products, acids and alkalis—are converted into "inter- 
mediates," the so-called base of dyes, from which it manufactures dyestuffs. 
The process is complete from Nature's raw materials to the finished product. 


The erection of the plant was begun about a year ago and as rapidly as the build- 
ings were completed, machinery, apparatus and equipment were installed. 
Over 50,000 pounds of dyestuffs and chemicals are being manufactured daily. 
As additional equipment is installed the production is increased, and early next 
year the output will be more than 100,000 pounds daily. Government statistics 
show that approximately 50,000,000 pounds of dyestuffs were imported during 
1913, but little in 1914 and 1915 and less in 1916.
